"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature finds that Hood Canal
is a precious aquatic resource of our state. The | egislature finds
that Hood Canal is a rich source of recreation, fishing, aquacul ture,

and aesthetic enjoynent for the <citizens of this state. The
| egislature also finds that Hood Canal has great cultural significance
for the tribes in the Hood Canal area. The legislature therefore

recogni zes Hood Canal's substantial environnmental, cultural, economc,
recreational, and aesthetic inportance in this state.

(2) The legislature finds that Hood Canal is a marine water of the
state at significant risk. The legislature finds that Hood Canal has
a "dead zone" related to |owdissolved oxygen concentrations, a
condition that has recurred for many years. The legislature also finds
that this problem and various contributors to the problem were
docunented in the May 2004 Prelimnary Assessnent and Corrective Action
Pl an published by the state Puget Sound action team and the Hood Canal
coordi nati ng council .

(3) The legislature further finds that significant research,
monitoring, and study efforts are currently occurring regardi ng Hood

Canal's | owdissolved oxygen concentrations. The legislature also
finds nunmerous public, private, and comrunity organi zati ons are working
to provide public education and identify potential solutions. The

| egi sl ature recogni zes that, while sonme information and research i s now
avail able and sone potential solutions have been identified, nore
research and analysis is needed to fully devel op a programto address
Hood Canal 's | ow di ssol ved oxygen concentrati ons.

(4) The legislature finds a need exists for the state to take
action to address Hood Canal's |owdissolved oxygen concentrations.
The |l egislature also finds establishing an aquatic rehabilitation zone
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for Hood Canal wIll serve as a statutory framework for future
regul ati ons and prograns directed at recovery of this inportant aquatic
resour ce.

(5) The legislature therefore intends to establish an aquatic
rehabilitation zone for Hood Canal as the framework to address Hood
Canal 's | owdissolved oxygen concentrations. The legislature also
intends to incorporate provisions in the new statutory chapter creating
the designation as solutions are identified regarding this problem

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) Aquatic rehabilitation zones may be
desi gnated by the legislature for areas whose surroundi ng mari ne water
bodi es pose serious environnmental or public health concerns.

(2) Aquatic rehabilitation zone one is established. Aquati c
rehabilitation zone one includes all watersheds that drain to Hood
Canal south of a line projected fromTala Point in Jefferson county to
Foul weat her Bluff in Kitsap county.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This chapter does not apply to forest
practices regul ated under chapter 76.09 RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. This chapter does not alter, dimnish, or
expand the jurisdictional authorities in other statutes or affect the
application of other statutory requirenents or prograns that do not
specifically refer to aquatic rehabilitation zones.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. Sections 1 through 4 of this act constitute
a new chapter in Title 90 RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. This act is necessary for the immediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi ately."
